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Stay Out of the Jam 


The superintendent of the street rail- 
way makes the reasonable and very time- 
ly request that where at all possible peo- 

le do their travelling by street car or bus 
etween the hours of 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
These are the slack hours of the day. 

Those who comply with this request 
will thereby confer a favor on those who 
have to use the cars to get to and from 
work in the morning and evening, on the 
motormen and conductresses, and also on 
themselves. The cars are crowded during 
the rush hours, to the point where actual 
standing “room” would be a luxury. 

For the next couple of weeks the con- 
gestion will be made worse than usual 
because many and perhaps most pas- 
sengers will be carrying aym-loads of par- 
cels, parcels which they will be particular- 
ly anxious*should not be crushed. At best 
the rush-hour traffic is going to take on 
something of the nature of a melee around 
the time the stores, shops and offices 
close, 

The laggard shopper who chooses to 
delay the homeward journey until the car- 
packing starts is bound to have an inter- 
esting but uncomfortable and exasperat- 
ing ride, besides making things worse for 
the hungry clerks and other down town 
workers who want to get home, 

The kindly thing to do and also the 
sensible thing is, whenever possible, to 
make the shopping or visiting trip in the 
mid-day period, leaving the cars and 
busses in the rush hours for the ‘‘must” 
passengers. 
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A Service for Canada 


Senator T. D. Bouchard of Quebec is 
performng an excellent service for Can- 
adian unity in his various speaking appear- 
ances across the country, 

Addressing the Canadian Club in Re- 
gina, he stated flatly that the great major- 
ity of French-Canadians are, like himself, 
© posed to a Canada alienated from the 
b. (sh Commonwealth of Nations and op- 
posed to a separate Quebec state. 

It is something new and something 
valuable to find a French-Canadian of this 
type who is so heroically articulate. 

Hitherto, the articulate section of Que- 
bec people has been composed of the isola- 
tionists, the fanatics and those groups 
which have an organizational axe to grind. 
Consequently, many Canadians have form- 
ed their opinion of French Canada from 
this class, And it is a very unfortunate 
opinion if, as Senator Bouchard declares, it 
is based on the vociferous mouthings of a 
fantastic minority, 

As The Bulletin has pointed out, time 
and time again, there is little racial dif- 
ference between French-speaking Cana- 
dians and English-speaking Canadians, 
Both are of Keltic-Norman stock. 

There is no reason why they should not 
get together and stay together provided 
they repudiate those agencies, to which 
Senator Bouchard refers, which are bent 
on causing dissension for their own pur- 
poses. 


Compulsory Voting 


Few Canadians will agree with Presi- 
dent Walter G. Attridge of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce of Canada that 
compulsory voting should be made effec- 
tive in Canada, 

The Junior Chambers in most Canadian 
cities, including Edmonton, are doing a 
magnificent piece of work in seeking to 
arouse greater popular interest in public 
affairs, Their efforts to bring out a larger 
vote in all elections are useful and effec- 
tive. 

But it would be much better if they 
would continue along the line of persuasion 
and education rather than nullify their 
efforts by support of a compulsory voting 
measure. 

What the Junior Chambers are trying 
to effect is greater interest in the affairs 
of government, This can only be done by 
instruction, certainly not by force, 

An indifferent vote is worse, if any- 
thing, than no vote at all, For a vote is a 
potent instrument, It affects the lives of 
millions of people. It may mean the dif- 
ference between poverty and plenty, life 
and death, And no vote of that kind should 
be forced into a ballot box under threat 
of a jail sentence or a fine, 

The Junior Chambers of Commerce are 
doing an invaluable job in drawing out a 
greater voluntary vote. It is bound to be 
hard and tedious work, But they would do 
well to stick to it. 
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All in Six Months 


Just in case the reader has not looked 
up the map—the drive of General Patton's 
forces into the Saar area is being made 
from Lorraine, that French province hav- 
ing been cleared of the enemy 

The Nazis are now reported to be get- 
ting out of all parts of the adjoining prov- 
ince of Alsace, where getting out is pos- 


sible. When the last of them have crossed 
the Rhine or have been rounded up, French 
soil will be entirely free of the invaders 
save for a few ports on the Channel and 
Bay of Biscay coasts, where Nazi garrisons 
are being left to starve or surrender as 
and when they choose. 

It is only a little more than six months 
since D-day. Even on the easiern front 
Germany never lost more territory in the 
same space of time. And this particular 
territory had been fortified as no other 
occupied area had been. 

If there is any tendency to be impatient 
because the Allied armies did not rush the 
Siegfried line and sweep into the Reich, 
the cure is to recall what they have 
accomplished since mid-summer, and 
against what obstacles. The sweep of Hit- 
ler’s armored forces across unprepared 
France bears no comparison, as a military 
feat, to the counter-blitz which sent them 
scuttling for home. 
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Try Him in England 


For the sake of the man himself and 
for the sake of those millions who enjoy 
his writings, P. G. Wodehouse, the humor- 
ous novelist, should be taken to England 
and given a fair trial without delay. 

For years we have heard vaguely about 
his alleged collaboration with the Germans 
after he was caught in France in the tide 
of the invasion, and carried off to Ger- 
many. 

We were told that he made broadcasts 
for the Nazis and appeared to espouse their 
cause. He has denied all this categorically 
and declares that his broadcasts were per- 
fectly innocent and intended to reassure 
his friends at home, 

Now, Wodehouse, free of the Germans, 
is in Paris. He has been arrested, freed and 
rearrested. Apparently he has never had a 
trial within the British meaning of a trial. 

Surely this is not good enough. The 
man has afforded pleasure to millions of 
English-speaking people. His name should 
be definitely and permanently cleared or 
permanently and definitely blackened. 
Only a trial in England under English law 
will effect that purpose.

From the beginning there would be 
a struggle for power between these 
blocs, and eventually within these 
blocs. 

Just as in France, our failure to

They bombed a 
target in southern France and one 
motor of the aircraft was shot 
out. Turning for home a_ second 
motor “conked” and caught on fire 
and a third started to spark so 
the crew decided it was time to 
leave their rapidly falling plane 

“Our navigator told us before 
we jumped that he figured we 
were quite near the Allied front 
lines so when | landed | started 
walking and the following morn- 
ing came into a British camp. 
During the day four of the crew 
turned up and we moved right 
along with the army boys. We 
were with them for almost a week 
before we caught a ride back to 
England on a transport,” he re- 
lated. “Luckily my family hadn't 
received the wire saying | was 
reported missing until after they 
were informed that | was safe so 
that saved them a lot of worry.”
